The function was carried out ac- 
cording to the prearranged programme, 
and at its conclusion His Majésty 
dreve through Stamboul at the head 
of an imposing procession. ; 
This ceremony corresponds to that 
of coronation in western countries. 
It lasted only a few minutes, and the

OLD RITES OBSERVED. 
The Sultan proceeded in a launch 
from the Dolmabagtsche palace to 
the mosque, which stands at the wa- 
ters edge, where the rite was per- 
formed. Then, attended by the Grand 
Vizier, the Sheik ul-Islam, the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, the chiefs of the 
army, the two higher grades of Ule- 
mas, and many other officials, he drove 
to the Top Kapou palace, about six 
miles distant, to kiss the robes of the 
Pro 


phet. 
At the Ayoub Mosque, Mehemmed V 
drew the scimitar of his ancestor, Os- 
man 1. the founder of the Ottoman 
empire, from its sheath, and standing 
in the square in front of the group of 
buildings called the Sublime Porte, he 
raised the weapon on high, and by 
this immemorial act took possession 
of the Turkish empire. : ; 
The action of the Sultan was fol- 
lowed by an outburst of shouting from 
the people massed beyond the lines 
of the surrounding troops, together 
with a fanfare of trumpets and a 
rattle of musketry, as the soldiers 


rose sharp and clear voices of a chorus 
of sthoolboys chanting, “Midhat Pa- 
sha’s Hymn of Liberty.” 
The scene was a strange mixture of 
historical observance and modern 
western civilization. 
FIRST BEARDLESS RULER, 
Mehemmed V, the first Sultan in four 
centuries who has had blue eyes and 
fair hair, was dressed in à western 
uniform of olive green khaki. Within 
sight of the square were the byzantine 
Walls surrounding the city, and the 
Genoese tower of St. Sophia, two 
striking suggestions of fifteenth con- 
tury history.

Losses Sustained in San Francisco 


Fire Are Indirectly Affected—Losers 
‘May Get Principal of Policies. 


[ASSOCIATED PREss DAY REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 10.—An im- 
portant decision: relative to the earth- 
quake clause in fire insurance policies 
was handed down today, by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. It 
directly affects several hundred suits | 
pending against insurance companies, 
for losses Sustained in the great fire 
of April, 1906, and may result in the 
insured obtaining the principal of 
their policies within three or four 
years. 

The case decided today was that of 
the Richmond Coal Company against 
the Commercial Union Assurance 
Company of London, in which it was 
sought to recover about $20,000 insur- 
ance On coal in the bunkers at Spear 
and Howard streets, which caught fire 
several hours after the earthquake of 
April 18, 1906, and was destroyed after 
smouldering for a month. The Circuit 
Court of Appeals reverses the judg- 
ment of the lower court, which was in | 
favor of the insurance company, on 
the ground that the trial judge went 
too far in his instructions to the jury 
concerning the earthquake clause. 
higher court decided that the 
earthquake was not the proximate 
cause of a fire which occurred after 
the earthquake shock, and ‘Virtually 
held that an earthquake cannot cause 


a fire y, and that for an earth- 
avueke be the indirect cause of a 
fire, the dlase must follow immedi- 


eicly.upon the quake. 

The Court of Appeals also holds 
that it was proper to take into ac- 
count causes, such as wind, back- 
firing and dynacni intervening be- |

Mercury Treatment Shows Favorable 

Results at the Navel Hospital for 
Consumptives in Colorado. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 10.~One year 
has elapsed since Surgeon B. I. 
Wright, of the navy, treated the first 
case of tuberculosis at the naval hos- 
pital at Las Animas, Colo.. with the 
mercury treatment—the surgton’s own 
discovery. 

During that time statistics of the 
hospital stow that of those cases 
showing marked tmprovement, 100 per 
cent. took mercury treatment and none 
took routine treatment solely. 

Of the fatal cases, 31 per cent. took 
the mercury treatment, and 68 per 
cent. took the routine treatment only. 

From this favorable showing Sur- 
geon Wright has recommended that 
mercury be adopted as the regular 
treatment for tuberculosis at Las Ant- 
mas, making it compulsory at the dis- 
cretion of the hospital staff. 

Of the 127 tuberculosis patients at 
the hospital at present, ninety-two are 
voluntarily taking the mercurial treat- 
ment.

With its scows laden the t makes 
for one of the canneries and there the 
fish are processed. In these days every 
stage of preparation is by machinery. 
The first stage is the cleaning. 

The salmon are dumped into huge 
vats and there thoroughly s¢rubbed. 
Then they are lifted in elevators to a 
machine known locally as the “iron 
chink.” It is called the “iron chink’ 


because it takes the place of the Chi- 
nese who once did the work by hand. 
Here the head, tail and fins are re- 
moved and the fish thoroughly drawn. 
It then goes into another vat for an- 
other washing. 

From the cleaning tanks the salmon 
are carried by elevator to the cutting 
machines, where they are cut into the 
right size co fill the cans, and carried 
on by elevator to the filling machines. 
As the fish are fed into the Alling ma- 
chines the can p automatically into 
place from an ‘elevator thac ex- 
tends from the floor above. From the 
filling machine the cans are carried 
across a table to the weighing ma- 
chines, where each can is weighed. 
All underweights are sent back, but 
the overweights are allowed to pass. 

From here the filled cans are carried 
by elevator to the topping machines, 
where the tops are jammed on, and 
passing through this machine, the cans 
are rolled through narrow sölder 
tanks. In this process the cans are 
kept constantly turning until the tops 
are thoroughly soldered on. After

She spent all yes- 
terday afternoon in the corridor out- 
sidge the courtroom, and was much 
disappointed when she was not called, 
Her mother gave a strong testimony 
in favor of the mental poise of the 
defendant. 

The most interesting witness of the 
afternoon was Mrs. A. B. Coonley of 
1147 South Olive street, at whose home 
the Gieshlas spent some time, and 
where Scheer kept company with Miss 
Tilly. Mrs. Coonley is the wife of L. 
E. Coonley, a traveling jewelry sales- 
man, and she has been a warm friend 
of the accused. She testified that 
when Scheer brought the action against 
his mother for $10,000 damages on ac- 
count of his alleged abduction to San 

neisco. several years ago, she fur- 
nished security demanded by the at- 
torney bringing the complaint for his 
fees. When asked if she did not think

and always willing to assist in cases 
of real need.

ORE POLICEMEN. 

There seems to be a general consensus of 
opinion on the part of those who have carefully 
looked into the situation that Los Angeles needs a 
large increase in her police force. The city has 
spread out so expansively that there are not nearly 
enough patrolmén to cover the territory; indeed, 
with the present force it is only possible to attempt 
to patrol a comparatively smal! section of the great 
city, leaving large areas to care for themselves. If 
the criminals and lawless elements are to be kept 
under control they must be made to feel that the 
police department is amply manned for grappling 
with them and that they cannot take any chances. 


A notion that the police force is inadequate, in- 


stilled into the minds of offenders, encourages de- 
fiance of law. God is on the side of the strongest 
battalions,” said Napoleon. God is on the side of 
a strong peace force, it might be said—though 
"*twould be better to invert it and say that a strong 
peace force is on the side of God; a strong peace 
force insures order and respect for law and author- 
ity. This matter will come before the City Council,

AISIN DAY-AND ITS LESSONS. 


The California raisin crop of last season 


amounted to something like 100,000,000 pounds. | 


The consumption of raisins takes place for the 
most part during the holiday seasons, with less use, 


strange to say, during the following months in the 


dead of winter, when green vegetables and fresh 
fruits are scarce. 

Whatever affected the demand for raisins last 
year, more than half the crop remains unused. The 
Times showed recently that the consumption of rai- 
sins and currants in this country is per capita less 


than one-fifth of that in England. It is not im- 


portant to inquire closely why this is. We are less 


educated to the use of this particular fruit than 


the people of Great Britein. Fresh fruit is cheap- 
er and more plentiful with us than with them. 
The important matter is the inquiry how the taste 
of the people shall be stimulated sufficiently to use 
twice as many raisins per capita as the present 

| a few years back that the prune - 
ers of this State were face to face with conditions 
similar to those now causing anxiety among the 
raisin-grape producers. We had a great campaign 
at that time to stimulate the demand for dried 


prunes. This crop in cured condition amounts in 


pounds to about the same as raisins. The consump- 
tion is so much below the production that prices 


are unremunerative, and a heavy carry-over is the’ 


usual rule. At the time of the greatest glut fine 


California prunes were sold as low as a cent or two 


per pound at home. For some years a good man 
producers have been digging up their trees — 
turning the land to some more remunerative crop. 
The orange crop of California this year will run 
to considerably above 25,000 carloads of about 384 
Woxes to the car. This will give us a crop of ap- 
proximately 10,000,000 boxes. As a box of oranges 


| contains about sixty pounds net weight, we have six 
times the amount of oranges that we produce of 


prunes or raisins, measured by avoirdupois; but as 
it takes about three pounds of green prunes to 
make one of dried fruit, and about the same pro- 
portion of raisins, the orange crep weighs about 
as much as the other two combined. Discarding 
the indigestible portion of the orange, the compar- 
ison will be a little less unfavorable from the point 
of view of weight. ; 

The glutting of the market with California 
prunes, followed by a similar difficulty as to rai- 
sins, and the comparative tonnage of oranges, are 
referred to here to suggest the necessity of keep- 
ing up an everlasting campaign for the purpose of 
educating the people to use more of these as well 
as of all kinds of fruit. The population of the 
United States is increasing at the rate of about 
a million and a half a year, which is an increase 
of less than 2 per cent. The orange crop of this 
year promises to run perhaps 3000 cars more than 
that of last year, or an increase of a little over 10 
per cent. If the orange crop in the future should 


increase at the same ratio as shown by this year 


compared with last, in ten years we would be run- 
ning far ahead of the gain in population. Now, in 
spite of the larger shipments this year, the mar- 
kets have been good, because of a splendid adver- 
tising campaign and because this largest crop of 
oranges ever produced in California was offset by 
one of the smallest apple crops recently known in 
the East. If we could teach the people of the 
country to use oranges, raisins and prunes as freely 
as apples, the problem would be solved. 

The increase in the production of oranges as 
compared with that of population would be dis- 
coureging if we did not refleet that California or- 
anges have not yet been put within the reach of 
nearly all the people of the country. Ordinarily 
apples sell at much less, measured by cubic feet, 
than oranges in the eastern markets. Last year 
the reverse was true. The Times published some 
months ago an article on the orange market and 


illustrated it with a photograph taken of the ex- 


terior of a grocery store in a town in lowa. This 


‘picture showed three measures, a half - peck, peck 


and bushel, filled with apples, amd a card stuck 
in ench package giving the price. With it went 
similar measures filled with California oranges, and 


a card bearing the price of the citrus fruit, which 


was less than that of the apples. Yet all the apples 
in the United States went into consumption in spite 


of the price. 
Now, the people of the United States must be 


appealed to, from the hygienic standpoint. We all 


live too much on meat and starch foods. Wheat, 
corn, potatoes, beef, mutton and pork are the six 
great staples in the United States, and, indeed, 
in pretty nearly the whole north temperate zone. 
We have here really only two types of food. The 
cereals and potatoes are composed mostly of starch, 
and there is little difference in the effect on health 
and life in the three kinds of meat. If we turn 
to the ills that flesh is heir to we shall find those 
which concern the digestive organs, with the sup- 
plementary functions which carry off the waste, 
to constitute the great bulk of diseases. Undoubt- 
edly our table habits are largely responsible for 
this hygienic condition among our people. If 
leguminous foods and fruits were to replace one- 
half of the starch and meat foods we consume now, 
the health of the people would be greatly improved, 
their mental and physical vigor would be increased 
and life would be p 
dried raisins 


prunes, figs, and oranges 
lead all other fruits as food for human beings in 
their value as sustainers of life and safeguards 
against disease. The person who uses freely the 
three leading fruit products of California wil] be 
very little troubled with indigestion or constipation 
or any of the other diseases which attack the stom- 
ach and allied organs of the body, including those 
hich carry away the waste. 
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ket all low-grade fruit, eee refuse. There 
are ways for utilizing low-grade oranges, raisin 
grapes and prunes. By resorting to these secondary 
processes we would eliminate a very large amount 
of fruit now offered in its direct form. A carload 
of fine fruit sent to eastern markets seldom fails 
to return a fair profit to the producer and the 
shipper. The cost of transporting our products is 
one of the hardest factors in the problem te solve. 
It costs as much to carry East a carload of low-. 
grade fruit as to carry one of fancy quality. The 
losses to shipper and grower come almost entirely 
on the low-grade product. But the worst effect 
comes from the influence the poor fruit has in beat- 


ing down the market for the good. ä

British Inheritance Tax. | 
From graduated death duties, or inheritance 


taxes, the British government annually collects | 
‘from $90,000,000 to $95,000,000, or about one-fifth | 


of the total internal revenue of $470,000,000. This 
amount is drawn from more than 67,000 estates. 
The revenue from the death dues is a little more 
than one-half that from excise imposts, and consid- 
erably more than one-half the amount realized from 
the income tax which Great Britain imposes. In 
the last fiscal year, for — 4 the revenue raised 
was as follows: From estate duties, $94,230,039; 
excise duties, $180,221,094; income tax, $168,668,023. 
The gross capital value of the estates contributing 
to ‘these taxes last year was $1,527,587,459, and the 
net value 81,373,784, 449. The rates of duties for 
legacies are as follows: To a child or decedent of 
a child of the deceased or father or mother, or any 
lineal ancestor, 1 per cent.; to a brother or sister 
of the deceased, or any decedent of a brother or 
sister, 3 per cent.; to an uncle or aunt of the de- 
ceased or any decedent of an uncle or aunt, 5 per 
cent.; to a great-uncle or aunt of the deceased or 
to any descendant of a great-uncle or aunt, 6 per 
cent.; to any other person, 10 per cent.

WEALTH’ OF WEST INDIES. 


Commerce Amounts to Four Hundred 
Million Dollars Annually With 
Great Resources. 


around the Caribbean Sea, including 
Cuba, Hayti, Santo Domingo, Porto 
Rico, Jamaica and others of British 
possessions and the French, Dutch and 
Danish ssessions have a total popu- 
lation of about 7,000,000, most of whom 
are supposed to be exceedingly lazy, 
says the New York Sun. Their com- 
merce does not support this supposi- 
tion. Its total is not far from 90 per 
cent of that of Japan, with a popula- 
tion of nearly 50,000,000. Moreover, 
while the poeple of Japan must devote 
themselves more and more to manufac- 
turing imported materials into com- 
modities for export or live in a state 
of awful poverty, the natural resources 
of the West Indies are sufficient for the 
comfortable maintenance of many 
times the present population. 

The total commerce of these islands 
is about - $370,000 a year, about equally 
divided between imports and exports. 
The foreign trade of Cuba amounts to 
about $200,000,000 a year, the trade of 
Porto Rico to about $55,000,000, the trade 
of the British West Indies to about $75,- 
000,0000, of Hayti and Santo Domingo 
to about $20,000,000, and the French 
West Indies to about $10,000,000. Mexico, 
with twice the population of these isl- 
ands, and with immense mineral 
wealth, does an oversea business equal 
only to two-thirds of theirs. Brazil, 
with a population now estimated at 
nearly 20,000,000 and an area exceeding 
that of the United States, does only 
some 10 per cént. more foreign busi- 
ness than this group of islands.

SCIENTISTS BE BLOWED; THE 
EARTH is HOLLOW. 


— 


“Professor,” from Box Top, Says 
He's Peeped Over Outer Rim and 
Squinted at Sun in interior of 
Globe—Fires Questions at the 
Learned. 


— 


Such ultra- conservative, old-fash- 
iéned scientists as Benjamin lde 
Wheeler, George E. Hale of the Mt. 
Wilson observatory, and others of 
their Un were given the lambast- 
ing of their lives, last night, by 
„Prot.“ Charles A. Linn, who mod- 
estly refers to himself as one of the 
world’s famous explorers.” He has 
discovered that the earth—"our earth 
Is hollow, and he is anxious to pilot 
an excursion to the interior. Dr. 
Wheeler, when invited to join the ex- 
cursion, coldly @eclined to listen to the 
proposition, and Dr. Hale only 
shrugged his shoulders and said that 
he did not care a snap of his finger 
whether the inside of the earth is hol- 
low as a “recall” argument or plugged 
up solid. All of which has been ex- 
tremely mortifying to Explorer Linn, 
as he explained to a more appreciative 
ht, while standing on 
a box at the Spring-street end of Mer- 
cantile Place. 7 
The “professor” is not only pre- 
pared with an overwheilming mass of 
t to prove that the earth is 
hollow : not only is he ready to give 
$50 to any wise one who can ,prove 
the contrary, but he has actually 
gone and peeped over the outer rim 
and squinted the sun on the inside of 
the earth out of countenance. And 
what’s more, other explorers have 
done the same thing, among them 
Franklin, Nansen and Peary. But 
the trouble was that Franklin & Com- 
pany could not understand what they 
saw in the northern lights. 
The inside of the earth is hollow, 
win an opening at each pole, says 
Linn. In the center, hanging and 
wobbling around somewhere, is a sun 
for the people who are always “on 
the Inside.” This sun is ted by the 


the only one in the business. The 
feeding is done through the polar 
openings, the sides of which are neatly 
rounded and act as a agnifying 
giass, something after the fashion 


Archimedes’ mirrors, which were de- 


signed to fire the enemy's ships at 

long range. 
Also, the inner sun is properly 

equipped with a moon. This balances 


things on the inside. Without a 
moon, the e¢lectric companies on the 
inside of the earth would have no ex- 
couse for selling light. This inside 
moon's business is to draw the cur- 
tain—make night, in other words, It 
is shaped something like the half of 
a cantaloupe—no mistake about that, 
for it has been scen by ohe of Nan- 
sen's sailors, as Linn explains. This 
cupped moon fits ke a Hd over the 
interior sun, permitting it to shine on 
only half the inside of the earth at a 
time.

Linn maintains 
that these men simply sailed into the 
opening leading to the interior of the 
earth and that this mock sun they 
speak of was in reality the sun of the 
interior of the earth. 

The lecture, amusing at times, oc- 
casionally puzzling, was always ex- 
tremely interesting. Linn is a sailor 
whe learned navigation on the school 
ship St. Mary in New York harbor. He 
has made a trip to the Arctic sear 
with Capt. T. W. de Long, and speaks 
with all the earnestness of conviction. 

His ambition, he says, is to interest 
geome one who will p a ship and 
let him sail to the inside of the earth. 
for he desires to be the first Ameri- 
can to plant the flag there. 

He is positive that he is right and 
points o the unreliability of observa - 
tions taken in latitude 83 or &4 &s proof 
that at that latitude the shell of the 
earth begins to curve inward and ir 
is impossible to take observations as 
when nearer to the equator.
